New York, September 2.—(/)— 
Principals in New York's mayoralty 
fight were obscured tonight when 
Governor Smith took the center of 
the political stage with William Ran- 
dolph Hearst. He made public a 
letter, directly attacking the publish- 
er and characterizing some o/ the lat- 
ter’s statements concerning the cam- 
paign as falsehoods. 

The governor's letter, addressed to 
the editor of the New York Ameri- 
ean, a Hearst newspaper, was in 
response to one sent to the same edi- 
tor by Mr. Hearst from California 
and printed Sunday. In this letter, 
Mr. Hearst accused the governor of 
injecting the religious issue into the 
present mayoralty campaign, of call- 
ing Mayor Hvlan a “Ku K'-er,” and 
of telling untruths in his speeches. 

Not Hard to Make Choice. 

“Mr. Hearst said in his letter that 
I told a lie,” Governor Smith wrote. 
“It will not be difficult for the peo- 
ple of New York to make a choice 
between myself and Mr. Hearst when 
a question of veracity is raised. Mr. 
Hearst's entire statement is a lie and 
I will prove it. He says that I at-’ 
tacked the mayor as a Ku Kluxer. 
That is a wicked and premeditated 
lie. What I did say was the truth 
and it was as follows: ‘While the 
democrats of the city of New York 
with the democrats of the eastern 
part of the country stood day in and

MATTHEW HALE PASSES. 

The death in Washington the 
Other day of Matthew Hale tovk 
from active life one of the best 
friends of the south Atlantic ports. 
He was only 43 years of age, but 
since his graduation from Harvard 
had been active in the political and 
economic life of the nation. A resi- 
dent of Boston, he entered politics 
in that city and became nationally 
famous through his activities. for 
Roosevelt in 1912. He was a na- 
tional committeeman of the pro- 
gressive party and one of the maa- 
agers of the national campaign. In 
1919 he became intensely interested 
in the development of south Ai- 
lantic ocean trading, and organize: 
a great maritime corporation, se- 
cured the allocation of some of the 
American merchant marine, and 
seemed to be progressing well, with 
hopeful outlooks for  buildiag 
greater shipving businesses through 
Wilmington and Savannah particu- 
larly, when the depression of ‘21 
and ’22 came. Illness followed. 
From this he had apparently recov- 
ered and had’ but recently opencd 
law offices in Washington when the 
fatal illness came. 

He was a potential factor in shin- 


| ping circles, a good, true man, able 


and energetic. “Too visionary” 
perhaps was sometimes said of him, 
but his vision was always along 
sound, coOastructive tines He had 
the ability to see ahead, and the en- 
ergy to back his vision. He had 
visited Atlanta, Savannah and other 
places in Georgia on several occa- 
sions and took a deep interest in 
Georgia’s agricultural and economic 
affairs. He was especially interested 
in forestry, and gaye helpful suy- 
port to the good work ot the Geor- 
gia Forestry association. 


THE FALL BUSINESS. 

The Continental and Commercial 
banks of Chicago issue, whenever 
some outstanding economic situa- 
tion demands it, a carefully-prepared 
pamphlet on “the business trend.” 
The subject discussed is foremost in 
public thought, and the discussion 
of it is necessarily entered into with 
every care and caution, and after 
complete research and most exten- 
sive study of all the phases of the 
subject, and its correlating interests. 

The issue of August 30, the only 
issue in quite a while, has reached 
The Constitution. It says: 

“Statistically business in its entire- 
ty shows a pretty set-up. It is nicely 
balanced. Price maladjustments have 
disappeared. The credit regulative 
machinery, whose efficiency has been 
put to the test, is working with a pre- 
cision heretofore unknown. Fluctus- 
tions are confined to a narrow range. 
Tendencies toward inflation or exces- 
sive speculation can be checked by 
tightening the credit market. Activity 
can be stimulated by opening the 
valves. Business is not going to run 
away with itself. Stability is a fact.’ 


Back of this stability and this 
prosperity these banks, of course, 
find the agricultural situation to be 
the most forceful factor.’ They esti- 
mate the money income for the 
1925-26 crop, including live stock, 
to be $10,450,000,000, as com- 
pared to $10,340,000,000 in the 
crop year just closed and $9,530,- 
000,000 in the previous year. 

These figures are in dollars with- 
out reference to buying power, but 
the banks give careful attention to 
buying power. They find that last 
year the buying power of farm pro- 
duction in terms of non-agricultural 
commodities, with the five-year 
period ended with 1914 as 100, was 
100.8, the highest since 1919. They 
estimate that the purchasing power 
of farm produce this year will be 
110 per cent of the pre-war level, 
a gail of nearly 10 per cent as com- 


| pared to last year, and the highest 


of any vear in the last eleven with 
the exception of 1918, when the 
figure was 115.2. 

All forecasters are in agreement 
that the volume of trade will con- 
tinue to be large during the re- 
mainder of 1925. General produc- 
tion reports are satisfactory. Man- 
ufactures reach the fall season in a 
firmer position than last year.

Stanislavsky’s experiments with his 
Moscow Art theater players are being 
followed by the orchestras all over 
Russia and also in Berlin, according 
to the Berlin Tageblatt.

HEALTH AUTHORITIES RE- 
DISCOVER PORES. 

A pore is a minute opening for 
transpiration (breathing through) or 
for absorption (sucking up, drinking 
or taking in). Whoever refers to 
“keeping open” the pores of the skin, 


or to “clogging the pores” of the skin 
betrays a singular want of knowledge 
of the anatomy and physiology of the 
skin. When a person purporting to 
be a doctor or an authority on health 
or. hygiene refers to the “pores” as 
though such appurtenances really ex- 
isted he should be dubbed the Walter 
Traprock of hygiene. 

Tuesday. July 23, I talked about 
the hypothetical pores and quoted 
some ridiculous stuff from a plumbers’ 
propaganda pamphlet wriiten by one 
S. Dana Hubbard, M. D_ acting di- 
rector, bureau of public health, New 
York city (as duly set forth in the 
booklet). The pamphlet was entitled 
“The Need of Frequent Bathing” and 
it was reprinted from Domestic Kn- 
gineering. The particulur assertion 
which I ridiculed was this: ‘To per- 
form its required physiological func- 
tion the skin must be clean.” That 
is not true, as any one with com- 
mon sense should know. ‘The skin 
will function perfectly even though it 
be as dirty as a skin can be. This 
romantic author also assures the un- 
thinking reader that “if sweat mixed 
with dirt and skin oil is dried and 
not removed from the skin, these 
pores are plugged and these neces- 
sary glands cease to _ function.” 
That is too ridiculous to - consider 
seriously. But then, perhaps the im- 
aginative author is in the habit of giv- 
ing play to his imagination in his 
commercial writing. People who write 
up trade copy are pfone to say about 
what the manufacturers employing 
them want said. 

But enough for the New York city 
health. department employees = dis- 
covery of the “pores”’—if Hubbard 
is the director of a bureau there. The 
New York state department of health 
has now rediscovered the “pores” and 
sent out a radio talk telling the 
world all about the discovery, One 
B. R. Rickards, who staggers through 
the little world under the ponderous

Among other things he said: 

“Our educational system in Georgia is 
radically wrong and we know it and the 
members of our general assembly kttew it, 
and yet we do nothing to repair that wrong. 
We appropriate more money to common 
schools from the state treasury than any 
state in the southeast, and yet tens of thou- 
sands of our boys and girls are forced to hope 
for an elementary education only, from short 
terms, one-room school shacks, inferior equip- 


}ment, if any, and totally unfitted teachers, 


by reason of the inability to provide and 
pay competent teachers of standard training. 
We permit a tax wall around a wealthy 
school district in a county and the penali- 
zation of a greater school population in the 
same county because their remote school dis- 
tricts are without adequate taxable wealth 
to provide nine-month terms, and competent 
teachers, and inviting school plants, and 
modern er 


a qual Opportunities. 

It is a wrong system that permits school 
inequality, just as a taxation system is 
wrong that penalizes one class of ‘citizens 
and immunizes another. 

We go to the legislature and ask for equal 
opportunities for all the children of Geor- 
gia. We ask for an equalization fund by 
which the weak can be strengthened to a 
parity with the strong. We ask for the 
linking up of the state's public school sys- 
tem from the first grade in the grammer 
schools through the senior years of the 
higher institutions. We get long promises 
and short performances. We ask for sub- 
stance, they give us froth, We ask for 
justice, and they throw us bondquets loaded 
with brickbats, Not on account of an econ- 
omy program.

Atlanta can take no greater step 
forward at this time than by ratifying 
the proposed $2,000,000 bond issue for 
construction of a new city hall on 
county-owned property on Hunter 
street and Central avenue, according 
to Fred B. Wilson, member of the 
new executive committee of the At- 
lanta Improvement association. The 
new organization was named Wednes- 
day at a meeting held at M. Rich and 
Brothers company. 

Mr. Wilson stated that this is an 
improvement that has met with ap- 
proval of practically everyone and all 
organizations of the city, and said 
construction of the new building 
would mark the beginning of a new 
era of constructive prosperity for At- 
lanta. 

He discussed various features of the. 
city hall plan after directors of the 
association had perfected the organi- 


zation. 
Leaders Appointed. 

George M. Boynton, prominent 
realtor, will head the new association 
as president. John W. Grant was 
named vice president: Frank H. 
Neely, manager of M. [ich and 
Brothers company, second vice presi- 
dent, and George C. Jones, of eS 
High company, treasurer. The execu- 
tive committee which will direct ac- 
tivities of the association in support- 
_ing movements for the general up- 
‘pbuilding of the city is comnosed of 
Mr. Wilson, A. D. Greenfield, George 
H. Fauss and Charles T. Nunnally. 
Kk. LL. Mever coun as temporary 
chairman of the orgar’ ‘on work, 

At the meeting of the directors 
Wednesday steps were taken to or- 
ganize teams to work prior to the 
election of September 23 in bringing 
out a full vote on election day. 

“It is vital that we fet out a full 
vote on September 25 as a majority of 
all registered voters must vote for 
honds and this majority must be two- 
thirds of those voting,” Mr. Wilson 
said, 
“The proposal to build a $2,000,000 
city hall is one that has received 
virtually the unanimous backing of 
the city council, Mayor Walter A. 
Sims and of the board of county com- 
mixsioners,” he continued. ‘The plan 
is one of the fairest that has ever 
heen offered in a bond issue election 
to receive plana from all architects 
who care to submit them and to se- 
lect the plan best adapted to this 
city.” 

Mr. ‘Wilson also pointed ont that 
under the new plan city hall bond 
money is to be retired by the income 
of the present city hall property and 
No. 1 fire station. 

Explains Building Plan. 

“Tn effect this means that the new 
Sn seal will not cost the people a 
enny,” he said. “It means that the 
‘}ncome from the property now owned 
by the city will pay all interest 
charges and provide the sinking fund 
necessary to retire the bends. When 
the bonds are retired the city still 
will own its old property and will 
have the magnificent new structure 
without costing the taxpayers a cent. 

Mr. Wilson also declared that the 
city of Atlanta has never erected its 
city hall. The city government al- 
ways has been quartered in bnildings 
designed and built for other purposes. 
The present city hall once was the 
United States government building. 

At the meeting Wednesday much 
enthusiasm was expressed by leading 
business men over the great improve- 
ment which will come to the city 
oath the construction 
city hall and through completion of 
the two proposed viaducts over rail- 
read tracks on Yryor street and | 
Central. avenue.

whereas corn scored a fresh advance. 
The Chicago whezt market was said 
to be .clatively the highest wheat 
market in the world and therefore a 
target for selling associated with the 
movement of the new spring corn. 
Canadian heat in particular. Corn 
values were affected by hot, dry 
weather and increasing reports of crop 
damage. Wheat closed heavy, 1 3-5 
to 2 5-8 cents net lower, Decentber 
$1.51 to $1.51 1-8 and May 1.55 1-8 
to $1.55 1-4, with corn at 3-4 cent 
to 2 1-8 cents gain, oats 1-4 cent off 
to 1-8 cent up, and provisions vary- 
ing from five cents decline to a rise 
of fifteen cents. 

Regardless of new upward jumps of 
the co market, wheat went down 
grade from the outset. Selling ascrib- 
ed to the northwest, told  plainiy 
enough regarding increased marketing 
of spring wheat. Canadian harvest 
operations were reported to be in full 
swing under excellent weather condi- 
tions and there was evidence that many 
farmers in the northwestern states 
as well as in Canada were more dis- 
posed to let go of holdings. Such 
selling on the part of domestic grow- 
ers was about offset by reports of 
liberal purchasing on the part of. mills 
and by indications of a good flour busi- 
ness at Minneapolis. 

With the bulk of the receipts at 
Winnipeg, however, said to be from 
the new wheat crop, and with Euro- 
pean demand almost zero, the confi- 
dence of owners here was apparently 
undermined. Weakness of Liverpool 
quotations had a depressing influence 


‘and the finish here was but little above 


the day’s bottom figures, which were 


ithe lowest yet reached on the present 
‘down turn. 


Although weakness of wheat served 
to check the advance of corn, the lat- 
ter grain showed itself especially re- 
sponsive to Missouri and Kansas re- 
ports telling of badly burnt crops. 
Oats were steadied by corn. 

Big curtailment of stocks of lard 
helped to strengthen provisions.

Prior to the resumption of the Interstate 
commerce commission hearings on the pro- 
jected ‘‘Nickel Plate merger’’ next week, it 
is expected that consolidation problems of 
the eastern trunk lines will be reopened 
for discussion by the ‘‘Big Fonr’’ execn- 
tives.
